Suicide. 


W e glean from the Sterling G azette 
some further particulars of the suicide 
of Wm. H. Runk yesterday morning, 
th e main facts of which we gave to our 
readers last evening, 
'The suicide, 
com ing on th e heels of the Kauffman 
murder which happened in the same 
neighborhood, 
plunges that 
usually 
quiet and peaceable com m unity into 
added gloom. 
Mr. Runk went to the little carpen­ 
ter shop just north of his house at 0:15 
o’clock Thursday 
morning, 
fastened 
his 32 caliber W inchester rifle into the 
vise on the work bench, then probably 
stooped down so as to place his fore­ 
head in front of the muzzle of the rifle 
and pulled the trigger. 
He was soon 
missed from his home and his family in 
searching for him soon found him lying 
curled over on the floor of the shop, 
stone dead, with a bullet hole through 
his head. 
N o cause is known for the 
deed other than that he has been in a 
despondent state of mind ever since his 
brother Dorsey, 
who lived with his 
mother at Emerson, was adjudged in 
-ane and taken to the Elgin hospital 
five weeks ago. 
Previously he seemed 
to be a strong and hearty man and was 
a hard worker. 
Since that he has 
been gloomy and his broodings in c a­ 
pacitated him from hard work and his 
farm duties have been 
attended to 
largely by others. 
For some tim e past 
different neighbors have gone to stay 
with him at night. 
W ednesday night, 
Ed. Zigler, his nearest neighbr, staid 
in the room with him. 
W ednesday he 
appeared to be in better spirits than 
usual and attended the 
funeral 
of 
George Kauffman at Riverside cem e­ 
tery. 
T h at night ho appeared to be 
cheerful, and in the morning h e gotu p 
at 4 o’clock, before anyone else had 
arisen, and made the kitchen fire and 
moved about tl e place as if everything 
was all right with him. 
The farm he occupied is owned by 
J ohn W olfersperger and is the first 
farm south of the 
Kauffman place 
where the murder occurred Monday 
nignt, in fact the Runk home is the 
first house south of the Kauffman home 
on the 
west side of the Pennington 
road and is about four m iles north of 
Sterling. 
Mr. Runk has resided 
in 
that neighborhood tw elve or fifteen 
years. 
Ho was about 42 years of age. 
He eaine to W'yReside county 
twenty- 
one years ago 
For some years he was 
employed by Isaac Shultz of Galt, 
and 
about fifteen years ago he married Mr. 
Shultz’s daughtei Lizzie, who survives 
him. 
He leaves no children but has an 
adopted boy, Oliver Horning,nine years 
old. 
Mr. Runk was frugal and 
iridus- 
ti ious and is believed to have laid 
up 
some money. 
He joined 
the 
Modern 
Woodmen at Penrose two months ago 
and has insurance in that order, 
and 
also has a 11,500 policy in 
the 
Equit­ 
able of New York. 
The jury s verdict was: 
“ W e the 
undersigned jury do find that W illiam 
H. Runk cam e to his death by a rifle 
shot wound through the head, fired by 
his own hand while 
temporarily in­ 
sane.” 
T he funeral 
will 
occur 
Saturday 
morning, a short service to be held at 
the home and a longer one at the J or­ 
dan 
Lutheran church. 
Burial 
will 
occur at the Mennonite cem etery in 
Sterling. 
Mr. Runk was a member of 
the J ordan Lutheran church.

When they have their legs un­ 
der a table, they sometimes sit right 
where they are until their bodies decay 
away , because they are held down by the 
table, which is usually screwed to the 
floor 
“ An English diver I knew once had a 
pretty nasty experience with sharks. He 
was diving in a wreck which had been 
loaded with live cattle. 
W hen she had 
been down at the bottom for a month 
or so, the bodies of the cattle became 
light and floated up against the hatch­ 
way s 
As soon as he started the after 
hatch, the cattle began to float out and 
up to the surface of the water.

Within a very few veuis 
the tree rots and falls away , leaving tho 
matapalo standing erect and hollow, 
like a monster vegetable devilfish ly ing 
upon its hack with its horrid tentacles 
clasped together high in the air.

seen m all directions, each testify ing to 
the lingering death of some sy lvan giant 
that formerly supported it. ” — St. Louis 
Republic.

A y oung man from my native town 
entered the army , and by dint of ham 
fighting and real m< rit rose to the rank 
of brigadier general, but with him uc 
every promotion rose his brother, when» 
I w ill call X., who had not met him 
for y ears and who was peacefully occu­ 
pied as cook m a distant opium den. 
This is how it was done. 
The soldier, 
after each engagement in which he dis­ 
tinguished himself, reported imaginary 
deeds of valor performed by bis brother, 
and his word was taken. 
One day the 
cook in the opium den, who had never 
even seen a battle, read his name in The 
Oazette and found to his surprise that 
he had attained the rank of colonel in 
the imperial forces. 
Military service 
is in many way s 
very remunerative to the officers. They 
enroll any men they like, and they al­ 
way s draw the pay for many more men 
than are actually in the army . 
About 
70 per cent, of the full number of men 
nominally serving and for whom pay is 
drawn is tin* average strength of the 
forces, even under Li Hung Chang’s 
comparatively 
boniest 
officers, while 
elsewhere 100 men on paper usually 
mean hut 40 or 50 in the flesh. On re­ 
view day s the officers engage a sufficient 
numb* r of soldiers by the day to make 
the army look all right. 
But there are 
other sources of profit besides dealing 
in duinmj’ soldiers. 
The live oms have 
to wear uniforms and to eat, and both 
food and clothes arc supplied at extor­ 
tionate prices hy the officers, so that of 
the 5 taels per month paid bv the gov­ 
ernment for each soldier, about one-fifth 
or less reaches the pockets of the men. 
All this refers to the “ braves” who are 
only engaged during wartime and are 
disbanded the moment the fighting is 
over wherever they may happen to be 
and nearly alway s without the means 
of returning to their homes, thus keep­ 
ing up the supply of armed robbers all 
over the empire. 
As to the soldiers of the standing 
army in times of peace, they arc, with 
the exception of tin* Alautchoo garrison, 
so wretchedly paid that its strength ex­ 
ists only on paper. 
The men enlist and 
regularly draw' their pay — 11 shillings 
per month— and have scarcely any fur­ 
ther connection with the m ilitary serv­ 
ice. The few* that go on duty in the city 
gales live entirely on bribes. The Man* 
chu force under the Tartar general, on 
the other hand, is well paid, hut these 
soldiers do no fighting. 
Tin y are only 
engaged in guarding the city against 
Chinese r* bids. 
They live in a separate 
quarter to that occupied by the Chinese, 
on whom they often make unprovoked 
attacks. 
Thus fights between the Chi­ 
le se and the Tartar soldiery are of com­ 
mon occurrence, and as these Tartar sol­ 
diers arc not under the jurisdiction of 
the civil law their outrages invariably 
g< 
unpunished. 
Naturally there is no 
love lost between the city guards and 
the native Chinese*.— English Exchange. 


I Ui*,** toil I H utting. 
The ideal batter puts into his stroke, 
first, body motion; second, upper arm 
motion; 
third, forearm motion, ami 
fourtii, w rist motion. The stroke begins 
with a strong body swing, which is fol­ 
lowed by the motions of the upper and 
fori* arm respectively , and ends with a 
short, quick snap of the wrists. 
A l­ 
though this is the analy sis of the ideal 
troke, it is not precisely the one that 1 
would recommend for the majority of 
amateurs. 
To get all the motions to 
their full extent against good pitchers 
requires an ability to judge the ball 
more quickly and accurately than ama­ 
teurs, with 
few exceptions, can do. 
The wrist and arm motions can he con­ 
trolled more easily and quickly than 
tii** body swing, so that ll most of the 
latter is left off the hatter has a greater 
chance of judging the ball accurately . 
I therefore think, as accuracy is abso­ 
lutely essential, that batters should Ik* 
coached to use hut litt It* body swing. In 
other words, they should bo coached 
not to “ sing” and fry for home runs, 
but to meet the ball squarely for line 
singles. When y ou set* a barter, a*s I of 
ten have, strike at a ball, and from tho 
loree of the stroke be turned completely 
» round, y ou have seen one who is guu 
of two 1 reaches of correct batting prin- 
•iples. First, having entirely sacrificed 
the important arm and wrist* motions, 
he lias, with stiff arms and wrists, de­ 
pended entirely upon a powerful body 
swing. And, sicoud, he has lost his Fai­ 
lure and therefore all batting form. It 
w ill 
he wi 11 
to bear in mind that 
a in s t any pitcher a good, clean hit 
•an he made, even without any body 
motion, if the ball he hit squarely and 
with a quick arm motion and snap of 
the w rists.— Harper's Round Table. 


T he T e m pe rin g o f Spring*. 
It is a nice job to temper a steel 
•pring 
properly . 
Like 
many other 
things, the preparatory work should be 
well done, or the tempering proper w ill 
never be a success. 
The forge work 
should be done with a rather low tem­ 
perature and gentle taps. 
Smiths are 
beginning 
to understand 
that very 
many bits 
of forging have the life 
pounded out of them by heavy and con­ 
tinuous beating. Light taps smooth the 
surface and create what is equivalent 
to a cuticle over the metal. This should 
be carefully preserved. 
Light hammer­ 
ing consolidates the particles of steel 
and toughens the forging. 
If is said 
that continuous, steady and light blows 
with a hammer w ill magnetize steel. 
It seems to put life into it. If it is nec­ 
essary to grind a spring, do it at the 
outset and before much of the hammer­ 
ing is done. 
Do not put it on an emery 
wheel. 
It breaks the cuticle and de­ 
stroy s the integrity of the metal. 
The 
hardening may he done by heating a 
large piece of iron to a red heat, then 
putting the spring on the iron until it 
is heated through. 
Another way is to hold the spring 
over a bright fire until it is sufficiently 
hot. 
It should he kept some distance 
from tlie fire, so as not to heat too 
quickly . 
WIkii it is of a light red and 
all of a color, plunge it into cool water. 
Do not use ice water, as is so often sug­ 
gested. 
Bo careful in putting in the 
spring that the sudden cooling of one 
aide does not draw it out of shape. 
If 
it is put in slowly , it is warped by the 
sudden cooling of one portion. 
When 
fully tempered, polish the spring with 
emery cloth until it is thoroughly c l e an 
and bright. 
Saturate a piece of paper 
with oil, light it and alluw the smoke 
to collect oil the spring until it is en­ 
tirely coated with the black. Then heat 
it ever the forge fire very slowly . 
Do 
not l«*t one part burn off clean while 
the other is still black, but let it dis­ 
appear all over the spring at the same 
time if possible. The perfection of tem­ 
per comes from slow and careful han­ 
dling and the utmost deliberation in 
hearing and hammering.—New York 
Ledger.

heat of between 700 and 8u,o degrees it

charcoal, py roligneous acid and gases. 
In order to properly bring this change 
about it is necessary to place th» wood 
in a kiln and apply the heat gradually 
for four or five day s. At the end of that 
time the residue w ill be 1,000 pounds of 
charcoal, 2,000 pounds of pvroligneous 
acid and 1,000 pounds of uncondensed 
gases 
The aggregate weight of these 
products is exactly equal to the original 
weight of the wood.—¡St. Louis Repub­ 
lic.

We ordinarily th ink of th e attraction 
of gravitation only as producing wh at 
we call weigh t, and as g | orning th e 
motion of tli-* earth and oth er planets in 
th eir orbits. 
But gravitation acts in ft 


v e r y important manner upon th e circu­ 
lation of th e blood in our veins and ar­ 
teries. 
An elaborate series of experi­ 
ments h as recently been carried out in 
England to determine just wh at effect 
gravitation exercises in th is respect, and 
h ow its disturbing influence is compen­ 
sated in tlu* bodily mech anism. 
It law been found th at man probably 
possesses a more complete compensation 
of th is kind th an any oth er animal, and 
th at th e tnenkoy stands in th is respect 
next to man 
In ju ries 
th e spinal cord, asph yxia, 
and poisoning by ch loroform or curare 
paralyze, mora or less c< mpletely, th e 
power of compensation, and th en th e in­ 
fluence of gravitation on th e circulation 
of th o blood may become u serious dan- 
ger. 
In such a case death is more likely to 
result, according to th e conclusions of 
Professor Leonard Hill, if th e body is 
placed in such a position th at th e ab­ 
domen is at a lower level th an th e h eart. 
But th e danger may h e diminish ed or 
removed eith er by elevating th e abdo­ 
men or by compressing it so as to drive 
th e blood up to th e h eart. 
Wh en th e 
h eart itself, h owever, h as been injured, 
a s by ch loroform, th ere is danger in forc­ 
ing th e blood tin» rapidly into it. 
Professor Hill finds th at, generally 
speaking, th e best position for th e Ixxly, 
wh en th e power of compensation for th e 
effects of gravitation h as been arrested, 
is with th e feet up instead of with th o 
feet down.— Youth ’s Companion.
